Carranza Will Have No Provis-

El Paso, Texai, JoM 9 —Advices 
from Lmnogo My Venoatiano 
Carransa virtnally haa aMomed the 

position of provisional president of 
Mexico, an action he has persistently 
Vefused to take heretofore, although 
urged to do ao by hifl political advis- 
ers. 

Carranza, \i is announced, will im- 
mediately establish the provisional 
government in the City of Saltillo 
and will demand of theNiagarAFalls 
mediators that they give into the 
hands of the Constitutionalists pro- 
visional government th^ work of es- 
tabliahing'a permanent government 
in Mexico. 

Rebels generally have believed that 
ultimately Carranza would be willing 
to brave Villa, set ande the UUe of 
the "flrat chief of the Gonatitntion- 
alists" and assume the position of 
provisional president. It has not 
been known that an undaratanding 
has existed between Villa. and Car- 
ranza that neither was to posh him- 
self forward as president, hut now it 
js said that Villa has been made to 
see that he liidu the education and 
world knowledge to malte him suita- 
ble for a president, while he especi- 
ally is fitted to lead the army of Mex- 
ico as its commander-in-chief. 

There will be no proviaidnal vicO- 
president. This has been decided 
upon. Of his provisional cabinet} 
Carranza already has decided upon 
Luia Caberera for the poftfolio 
of foreign Nwiations. It is announc- 
ed to-day that he has been instruct- 
ed to proceed immediately from New 
York to Saltillo. By naming Cabe- 
rera, Carransa forestalls a possible 
action of the mediators, who, rebels 
believe, have been considertfig him 
for provisional president. 

Rafael ZubaranCampany, now rep- 
resenting the rebels in Washington, 
will also be in the new cabinet. Ferd- 
inandii Iglesias Calderon, leatier of 
the Liberal party in Mexico, also has 
been decided upon for a'Cabinet po 
sition, but the portfolio has not been 
selected.

Addresses of Greeting From 
Several Visitors Tuesday. 
Night 

The Westminister Presbyterian 
chiyeh has completed arrangements 
to celebrate the Centennial of the 

organization of a Presbyterian 
church in this city. This preparation 
has invclved an effort to secure the 
names and addresses of all the 
former members, and their descend- 
ants, if d (vased. Last week about 
eight huiniie-i invitations were sent 
out to th' , announcing the exer- 
cises which begin on Sunday morn- 
ing and last until Tuesday night. 

On Sunday morning the sermon 
will be preached by the Rev. Jsro. C. 
Tate, who began his work here in 
1870 and was Stated Supply and 
Pastor until 1884. At night there 
will be a special song service and an 
address by Rev. E. E. Gabbar J, who 
is supplying the First church. On 
Monday night there will be histori- 
cal addresses, giving the history of 
the church from its organization in 
1813. On Tuesday night there will 
be addresses of greeting, from the 
Synod, by Rev. B. M. Shive of Paris, 
Ky., Moderator; from the Presby- 
tery by Rev. & E. Smith, of Owens- 
boro, Stated Clerk; from the Local 
churdiea, by Rev H. D. Smith, 
President of the Ministers' Associa 
tion. This service will be followed 
by a reception to the members of 
the church and to the citizens 
generaliy. 

Fmrn its very organization the 
church has l>een closely connected 
with the life and development of the 
city, and the public is cordially in- 
vited to all the services. It is a 
matter of local pride and one in 
which there should be general in- 
terest. 

While the exact di^te of the organ- 
ization of the church is uncertain, 

there is good reason to believe that 
it lies between lbll-1813, and nearer 
the former than the latter. From 
that date to this it has continued 
uniiitcrruptecily in the services and 
work of the Master, and has had 
some strong men in its pulpit. Some 
of the earliest ssttlers of this com- 
munity were its members and some 
of the men most prominently cnn- 
nected with the later devel'ipment of 
Uopkinsville have been its officers 
and members. 

Til' present church huiUlinp, 
erected in 1849, is the oldest church 
building in the city, and, save for a 
few minor alterations, has not been 
changed since it was erected. 

In 1867 there was a division in the 
church and the property was divided 
between this and the First Church; 
they taking the man<e, which was 
then on the site where Dr. J. B. 
Jackson's residence now stands; this 
church retaininjg the church buiki- 
ing, and paying a sum in addMon. 

It is the wish of all the members 
of the church that the community 
generally consider this celebration 
one in which there should be un- 
iversal intereat, and that the town, 
as a «hole, aMaad theae diffwraht 
exercises.

Fire Blight or Pear Blight. 

Firi blight is one of the moat aerj- 
OMof all thedisTasea attacking the 
patr and the ai^le. Nearly every 
pear and apple orchard at tha pre** 
ent time shows ir.dicationa of the 
presence of this disease. The leaves 
•re taming brown, etpcc ally at the 
endeo'the new growth, and they 
atand oat in sharp contraat to the 
surrounding green foliage. When 
firat noticed, only a tip of a branch 
•pptan to be infested, bat if undi»> 
taibed soon the whi Is limb and evei 
the trunk of the tree will be Infested. 

Blight ia caused by a minute fcerm 
or organiam that Uvea during the 
dormant seaaM in eaakara. ramltlng 
from infection the pNVioas laaaon. 
In order to properly eootroi thta die- 
ease it ia neeearary that orcbardis ■ 
be able to recognise tbeao holdover 
cankers, bjctoae If arery holdover 
canker could be disposed of before 
the MP 81 arts to flow in the spring 
the diaoMa would ba aradieated.^ 

The presence of the canicar to oao* 
ally indicated by the appearance of 
the bark. Under ordinary condi- 
tiooa there ia a sharp line of demar- 
cation aeparating the dead Uaaue 
from the healthy. In many in- 
atancea the bark is Sroken due to 
the contracting of the surrounding 
tiasaaa. Tbia la eipeeiaily noticeable 
•rband fralt apara and wtta* 
■proutB on the laryor limbs where 
the cankers are mare apt to be 
found. 

As soon as the aap atarts to flow in 
the spring, a syrupy exudate con- 
taining the germ is given off from 
the holdover cankers. This exudate 
oarvaa to attract beea and other in- 
sects and later on they fly to.nearbj 
blossoms and broken bark tissues, 
spreading the disease as they travel 
The germs multiply very rapid Iv 
and in a short tima tha leaves sur- 
rounding the blossoms enl twigs be- 
gin to die. Gradually it workf 
down to the larger limbs, ofter 
^^faadiagat Um rH» of a foat s 
day. 

The disease appears to spread 
mora rapidly on pears and quineea 
tlMn an applaa. On the aople it i» 
often termed "twig blight" because 
uaually only the yqunger twigs seem 
lo.ba affaetad and net tha tareor 
brMMhsa. 

Sinoa tha tronblo ia untfar the 
bark it becomes apparent at once 
that no external application in the 
form of a spray can be applied. The 
meat logical thing \o do ia to cut out 
the canker where it wintars over. 
The orchard shou'^l be inspected 
carefully several times and all sus- 
pidoua araaa of any kind should be 
eat oat in order to be safe. Prun- 
ing during the summer is also a good 
plan but it is not aa practical as 
winter pruning. If a large limb is 
r ena^ lha eot ahooki ba made 
several inches below the dead area 
in order to avoid any chance of 
further infection. For the ends of 
branchea the long handled proning 
ahaara aro vary affaetiva. 

Always born the diseased limbs aa 
aoon as they are cut. The trees 
should be gone over every weak at 
least and In many easaa mora often 
in ordw to diapoaa of tha flrat Indka- 
tlonsoltiwble.

It is expected that the school will 
dtaw a large patronage from all 
ever^e aonth and also from South- 
ern Indiana, Illinois and Ohio. 

Several inttuential white citizens 
are interested in the school and are 
aiding in bringing about itaeatabliah- 
ment liere. 

The location is west of the Madison 
ville road comprising -a tract known 
as the Boyd farm. The organization 
behind the movement is said to Be 
strong financially and jhe school is 
beyond the doubtful stage.
